Fast food 
takeaway 
Overrun’ 
by cockroaches 



A FAST food takeaway in Harlow has been 
closed for breaching hygiene regulations 
- including an active cockroach infesta¬ 
tion. 

Harlow Council went to court to obtain an 
emergency prohibition order against Mirch 
Masala Express in Edinburgh Gate - oppo¬ 
site Harlow Town station - following a rou¬ 
tine check. 

The inspection carried out last month by 
environmental health officers found: 

• an active cockroach infestation in all 
areas of the premises including in food con¬ 
tainers and on food contact surfaces. Pest 
control records showed the problem dated 
back to early August; 

• no hot water supply to wash hand basins 
and sinks in food preparation areas; 

• a wash hand basin that was not con-

nected to the drain; 

• visibly dirty food preparation surfaces 
and equipment including chopping boards, 
oven and microwave 

• uncovered cooked chicken left cooling 
in the kitchen and in an oven encrusted 
with burned-on fat and raw foods stored 
directly above cooked and ready-to-eat 
food, presenting risks of contamination 
from dripping juices. 

The environmental health officers said 
staff appeared to have almost no under¬ 
standing of food hygiene and showed little 
concern about the conditions. 

The takeaway was closed immediately 
and served with a hygiene emergency pro¬ 


hibition notice by the council. An officer 
returned five days later to lay traps to moni¬ 
tor the cockroach infestation and saw live 
bugs near the bin area. 

Some cleaning and repairs had been car¬ 
ried out when a further check of the prem¬ 
ises was carried out on October 31 but the 
traps that had been laid contained more 
than 100 cockroaches. 

As a result the council obtained an emer¬ 
gency order which makes it an offence for a 
food business to operate from the site until 
the authority is satisfied that it is hygienic 
and does not pose a risk to health. 

Councillor Mark Wilkinson, portfolio 
holder for environment, said: “This is not 
action we take lightly but the hygiene

SIR In his letter to the Home Secretary 
and the Secretaries of State for 
Communities & Local Government and 
Justice about the Traveller issues in the 
town (Star, November 6) Robert Halfon 
has asked for a review of legislation and 
clarification of the law that councils can 
enforce. 

This echoes the council’s requests for 
more effective legislation to enable it to 
tackle the problems caused by 
unauthorised and illegal encampments. 

As Mr Halfon knows - and has been 
reported and acknowledged - the council 
is doing all it can within the constraints of 
the current legislation and has called on 
Essex County Council to bring into use the 
land available at its existing Fernhill site 
to provide further pitches for Travellers. 

Harlow residents are very angry about 
persistent unauthorised encampments 
and we share their frustrations. We are 
doing everything we legally can to move 
encampments on to protect our green 
spaces and respond to concerns about the 
impact this is having on the whole 
community. 

However, this is costing us, the county 
council and the police both time and 
taxpayers’ money. The council has written 
to the Secretary of State for Communities 
and Local Government and to the Home 
Secretary requesting a review of the law to 
help councils to tackle these issues and 
suggested how the law might be changed. 
This should not be treated as a political 
issue and needs to be addressed by all 
concerned positively. 

There is a need to review the balance to 
be struck between the rights of the settled 
community and Travellers to ensure that 
unauthorised encampments are not 
allowed to blight communities. 

It is clear that there is a need for more 
authorised traveller pitches and transit 
sites in the country. The council is calling 
on the Government to put pressure on 
other areas to provide authorised Traveller 
sites. Harlow already has two public 
authorised Traveller sites run by the 
county council whereas some areas have 
no public sites. 

We are also calling on the county 
council to bring the vacant Traveller 
pitches at its existing Fernhill site back 
into use by undertaking the repair work 
required and reconnecting the services. 
There may be potential for more pitches 
on vacant land the county council owns 
adjacent to the site and I urge it to apply 
for any Government funding that may 
become available and consider using 
some of its considerable reserves to invest 
in its existing sites. 

We have investigated a number of 
incidents of flytipping around 
unauthorised encampments. I want to 
make it clear we treat everyone the same 
and no one group or individual is exempt 
when it comes to breaking laws, but to be 
successful councils need residents to be 
willing to provide eyewitness information 
or for an enforcement officer to witness 
the fly-tipping or littering. Without this we 
cannot issue fixed penalty notices for 
littering or prosecute people for fly¬ 
tipping. 

Harlow Council will continue to look at 
every legal avenue to recover its costs 
using the information available. Each 


unauthorised encampment has been 
asked to take its rubbish to the household 
waste and recycling centre at River Way 
but clearly this is not being done and we 
are currently investigating how it can 
recover its clean-up costs. 

Unfortunately, across the country there 
is very little any council can do using 
existing powers available to recover 
money from unauthorised encampments. 
We hope the Government will actively 
consider the suggested changes to the law 
we have put forward.

Government must pay the 
cost of a northern bypass 

SIR In his letter Alan Hodgson reiterates 
the fact that a northern bypass for Harlow 
will only happen when central government 
accepts its responsibility, approves the 
task in full and pays for it, not Essex and 
Hertfordshire county councils which have 
neither adequate remit or money.

the history that central government had 
responsibility for the problems resulting 
from re-routing of the Mil, a decision made 
in the 1970s. 

However, studying the history a little more 
closely will show that in August 1962 Ernest 
Marples put the study of the Mil routeing 
out to a firm of consultants. During the 
Harold Wilson administration and on the 
advice of ministry experts, their proposals 
were rejected a number of times, but it was 
the Heath administration that made the 
final decision to adopt the routeing on the 
east side of the town. 

It matters little in 2014 who made the 
decision or why. What is clear, however, is 
that once it was decided that the road was to 
be re-routed to the east of Harlow, then that 
final decision should have recognised the 
need to include a junction and link road, to 
serve the three centres of commerce on the 
northern side of the town. 

Cost-wise, it would have been a tiny 
fraction of the whole motorway from 
Redbridge to Stumps Cross, which was built 
for something like £40m.

Why not use M&S as site 
for a new indoor market? 

SIR Back in the late 1970s Harlow Council 
decided to explore the possibility of 
having an indoor market.

A soon-to-be-available empty store - as 
Marks & Spencer deserts its long-time 
customers - would provide room for at 
least 100 stalls for fabrics, books, meat, 
fish, furniture, fortune telling and many 
other trades. M&S would simply become 
Market Store.

Removing town bus lanes 
will get the traffic flowing 

SIR I recently had to drive between The 
High and Old Harlow at 8.45am. When I 
got to Burnt Mill Academy I found that 
cars turning right were unable to get out 
of the school due to a traffic jam. 

This jam in turn prevented vehicles getting 
into the school to drop children off. 

The result was a traffic queue going down 
First Avenue to the east that turned out to 
be approximately three-quarters of a mile 
long (as measured on a street map) plus cars 
queueing as far as could be seen north and 
south trying to cross The Stow roundabout. 
The bus lane by the school was, of course, 
empty. 

This situation is causing a great deal of 
pollution, wasted fuel and frustration for 
people wasting their time sitting in a traffic 
jam. 

A very reliable source has told me that four 
road deaths in Harlow are directly 
attributable to the bus lanes. I am 
astonished that such a situation should 
happen. 

I know of two senior citizens living in 
different parts of Harlow who regularly use 
the buses. They have told me buses are 
frequently five-10 minutes late and quite 
often do not turn up at all, leaving them to 
wait a further half-hour. 

Would it not be sensible for Harlow to take 
a leaf out of Liverpool’s book and remove 
the bus and reinstate the bus stop laybys 
which, for example, have been removed 
from First Avenue? 

In this simple way a great many of 
Harlow’s peak hour traffic jams would be 
removed and probably restore some safety 
to the town.

Man,73, to stand trial over historic sex offences 


A PENSIONER accused of committing a string 
of sex offences, including rape, in Harlow more 
than 30 years is to stand trial.

SCOUTS hoping to move into their 
new home are appealing for contribu¬ 
tions toward the last of the cash need¬ 
ed to make it a reality. 

The 7th Harlow Scout group started 
work on the new hut in lanuary and 
once complete it will provide a 
permanent meeting place for 
scores of Scouts, Cubs and 
Beavers.

A week before Christmas

Denise Dalby, of the group, 
said: “From the outside the 
building looks nearly com¬ 
plete but once inside it is evi¬ 
dent that there is still a lot of 
work to be undertaken. 

“The build progress has been 


sure and steady but is now at a 
critical stage and with almost 
depleted funds, completion of 
the work will only take place 
as and when money is availa¬ 
ble.” 

The current estimate to 
complete the main building is 
£25,000 but to get to the stage 
where the building can be 
used will require a sum of just 
over £10,000. 

There are also extensive gro¬ 
unds to clear and make safe 
for use for the young people. 

The group managed to raise 
more than £70,000 with their 
‘Buy a Brick’ campaign which 
gave residents and companies 
the chance to purchase a 


brick for £5 that will be used in 
the building. 

Ms Dalby added: “The new 
building is a home for all of us 
and we want to see as many 
people involved as possible.” 

Future fundraising events 
include a race night and, in 
December, the group will run 
the charity car park in Harlow 
town centre.

£2k reward to catch cab arson attack gang 


A CABBIE whose vehicle was set on fire after he 
was assaulted and robbed earlier this year is 
offering £2,000 reward for information leading 
to the arrest of the culprits. 

The driver, who is in his 50s but wishes to 
remain anonymous, was attacked after 
answering a call to pick up five people from 
outside the Heart and Club pub in Pypers Hatch 
in the early hours of Friday, August 8. 

Once the group were inside the car, and while 
the driver explained that he could not take 
them all due to safety reasons, he was grabbed 
around the neck and forced out of the car. 

The blue Peugeot 307 estate was then driven 
away. The burned-out shell was later found in 
Peldon Road, Harlow. 

“They wanted me to take them but there were 
too many,” said the driver. “I tried to arrange 
with my company for another car but before I 
could they assaulted me and took the car.” 


The driver suffered cuts and bruises. His 
Samsung PDA, worth around £500, as well as 
£190 and his wallet were also stolen. 

“We want to appeal for the people who were in 
the car when it happened and were more like 
bystanders,” he said. “We’d also like to hear 
from anyone who may have seen anything at 
the time. 

“There is a reward pot of £2,000 which will be 
shared between anyone who provides 
information that leads to a conviction. 

“Whether that pot of money is shared or given 
to just one person will depend on the 
information but it must lead to a conviction.” 

He added: “The people we are particularly 
interested in finding is the passenger who was 
sitting behind me and the passenger sitting in 
the front seat.”

AMOTHER-offour is 
planning to raise money 
for two hospitals as a 
thank you to staff who 
saved her life and that of 
her newborn baby son. 

Siobhan Fiorentini, 38, 
suffered multiple organ 
failure after contracting 
SEPSIS and Strep A when 
she gave birth to her son 
Gino - who also contracted 
the infections - in March 
last year. 

Now, Siobhan is hoping to 
raise £30,000 for the neo¬ 
natal intensive care unit at 
Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital and the 
Broomfield Hospital renal 
unit in Chelmsford. 

She does not remember 
giving birth to Gino after 
waking up in intensive 
care. 

“I was told that my baby 
was in intensive care and I 
had suffered multiple 
organ failure,” she said. “I 
couldn’t care less at the 
time what happened to me. 
I just wanted my children 
and my little one.” 

Later she was transferred 
to the renal unit in 
Chelmsford while Gino 
spent several weeks in the 
neonatal unit at PAH before 
being transferred to 
Addenbrookes Hospital in 
Cambridge for life-saving 
treatment. 


A MUM is collecting other 
people’s rubbish in 
Harlow to turn into much- 
needed funds for a 
pregnancy charity. 

Tracy Stratford is a 
recycling volunteer for 
Count the Kicks which 
collects baby wipe 
packets, baby food 
pouches, sweet biscuit 
wrappers, used stamps, 
some household cleaning 
products, printer ink 
cartridges, clothes and 
shoes.

“I was lying in the ITU 
bed thinking how can I 
thank these people who 
have saved my life?” she 
said. “My husband came up 
with the idea about raising 
money for the unit.” 

She is calling her 
fundraising campaign 
Shivs 3 Wishes to represent 
the three wishes of her 
family - to save her and 
Gino’s lives and for a new

Kyle Brooks, 28, of Broadfield, Harlow, 
was killed on the northbound car¬ 
riageway of the A12 between Boreham 
and Hatfield Peveral on October 30. 

At the opening of an inquest in 
Chelmsford last Wednesday, coroner’s 
officer Narder Beeson said Mr Brooks 
had died from multiple injuries. The 
hearing was adjourned until January. 

Born and raised in Harlow, he attend¬ 
ed Kingsmoor Primary and Stewards 
schools before working briefly at 
Stansted Airport and Sports Direct. He 
then secured a job at Bush Fair-based 
printing ink manufacturers Lumin¬ 
escence. 

In a statement released through 
police, Mr Brooks’ family said: “Our 
son, brother, stepson, stepbrother, 
cousin and uncle is loved and missed 
deeply by all his family and friends. 

“Kyle loved music; he enjoyed listen¬ 
ing to a wide variety of artists and 
loved going to festivals and socialising 
with his friends. 

“His greatest passion was football, 
especially his beloved team Liverpool. 

He played in a number of local teams

whilst growing up and he had, just this 
year, returned to Sunday League 
Football playing for a local team Brays 
Athletic.” 

The statement added: “Although his 
life has been cut tragically short he 
touched the lives of many people. This 
has been evident in the outpouring of 
love we have received and is testimony 
to what a wonderful, loving, kind- 
hearted young man Kyle was. 

“Losing Kyle so cruelly is something 
we, as a family, will not ever come to 
terms with, our lives are emptier with¬ 
out him, we are all heartbroken and 
struggling daily with the knowledge 
that he is not coming home. We will 
love him forever.” 

John Cooper, technical sales director 
at Luminescence where Mr Brooks 
worked for five years, said: “He was a 
shining light in our company, 

“I had the good fortune of going to a 
couple of technical jobs with Kyle and 
he was an all-round nice guy. We shall 
miss him incredibly and everyone who 
works here is completely devastated. 

“There was not a person here who 
had a bad word to say about him.”

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PAH leads the way 
in state-of-the-art 
cancer treatment 


Three months after taking over 
as chief executive of Harlow’s 
Princess Alexandra Hospital, Phil 
Morley has been talking to Star 
news editor Gemma Gardner 
about his plans for the future of 
the hospital. In the second of a 
two-part report, he focuses on 
the innovation and research 
taking place on our doorstep. 

BY April next year the Princess Alexandra 
Hospital NHS Trust will have recruited 123 
qualified nurses, 25 qualified midwives 
and 45 healthcare support workers locally 
and nationally. 

But it hasn’t been easy and the hospital 
has been increasingly dependant on 
agency staff. 

“We will of course continue with our 
programme of recruitment so these 
numbers will continue to grow,” said chief 
executive Phil Morley. 

“We have also continued our success 
recruiting nurses from overseas. Eighteen 
registered nurses from Madeira will be 
joining us in December and January as well 
as 27 registered nurses from Portugal who 
will be employed by NHS Professionals but 
working solely for PAH. 

“In May 2014 the trust board agreed to 
invest in 53 additional registered nurses to 
increase the number of qualified nurses on 
night duty. Now that we are on top of the 
persistent vacancy factor, we will begin to 
see the additional posts being recruited 
from January onwards.” 

And keeping his staff happy is hugely 
important to Mr Morley, whose aim is to 
make it possible for them to do every day 
the thing they’re best at. One way of doing 
this is communication. 

“I had six members of staff come and 
spend different times with me to talk about 
issues and I’ve done a few tours of the 
wards. Every week I’m meeting a different 
clinical specialty. 

“Yesterday I spent a couple of hours 
in the pathology lab with the team 
and they all stayed on till 8pm, 
telling me what a great service 
we’ve got.” 

PAH is one of only four centres 
across the UK to use 
Intraoperative Radiation Therapy, 
a cancer treatment which 
massively reduces the amount of 
time a woman needs to undergo 
radiotherapy as well as the damage 
that can be caused to tissue by 
traditional methoids. 

“There’s some brilliant 
stuff we’re doing that 
stops patients with 
breast cancer having 
to go back for a 
second treatment,” 
said Mr Morley. 

“We’re one of only 
four trusts that 
does that and 
we’ve got the IRT. 

These are justt 
some amazing 
things that I’ve 
seen here. 

“IRT works by 
delivering a 
single dose of 
radiotherapy in 
a very targeted 
way during 
surgery itself. 



Typically women who have 
lumpectomies to remove small 
tumours would be given an 
extended course of radiation to their 
entire breast to reduce the chance of 
the cancer returning. 

“IRT significantly reduces the time 
and harm of traditional radiation. 

“Our doctors are also working on a 
test have also developed a cutting- 
edge test that allows surgeons to 
establish within minutes, again 
while the patient is still on the 
operating table, whether malignant 
cells have spread to the lymph 
nodes. If it has, the affected nodes 
are removed there and then” 

On the subject of hospital-acquired 
infections, he said: “Our 
control of Clostridium 
Difficile has placed us 
as one of the best 
district general 
hospitals in the 
country with just five 
cases so far this 
financial year, 
despite our large 
elderly population 
who are known to be 
at risk from C-Diff. 
“Our success can be 
attributed to the 
responsible use of 
antibiotics 
combined 
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washing, use of personal protective 
equipment and a high level of 
environmental cleaning. 

Infection prevention and control 
practices in the hospital are being 
supported by state-of-the-art 
technology introduced in the PAH’s 
pathology (microbiology) laboratory. 

The department is using 
technology to identify multi- 
resistant organisms and to enable 
rapid identification of organisms, 
measures which enabled rapid 
infection control measures to be 
implemented. 

And technology is not only being 
used for research; it is also being 
helping to deep cleanse wards. 

Mr Morley explained: “The 
purchase of not one but two 
hydrogen peroxide vapour 
decontamination machines has 
meant we have been able to augment 
the cleaning of wards - which is 
already at an extremely high 
standard - by our in-house cleaning 
team. 

“All this has ensured we have kept 
resistant superbugs to the minimum 
and to date have not had any 
outbreaks with super-bugs. 

“Our matrons provide a high level 
of observation on wards and ensure 
that staff observe the ‘bare below the 
elbows’ policy to enable optimal 
hand washing. 

“Twice daily cleaning is ongoing, 
and medical staff take great care to 
adhere to the hospital antibiotic 
policy. 

“We have also reduced 
significantly mortality associated 
with infections such as MRSA and 
infections relating to medical 
devices due to mandatory training of 
aseptic procedures.” 

Mr Morley concluded: “I’d say 
Harlow is a really friendly place, the 
town is a friendly place and the staff 
are welcoming and warm. 

“I think it’s now our role is to try to 
find a future for the organisation.” 

PHIL MORLEY: “There’s some brilliant 
stuff we’re doing that stops patients 
with breast cancer having to go back 
for a second treatment.”

Party leaders demand urgent review 
of county's part-night street lighting 


THE leaders of all three 
political parties on Har¬ 
low Council are calling for 
an urgent review of part- 
night street lighting in the 
town. 

Jon Clempner (Labour), 
Andrew Johnson (Conserv¬ 
ative) and Bill Pryor (UKIP) 
have sent a joint letter to 
Essex County Council’s 
highways chief Cllr Rodney 
Bass in which they say the 
“strength of public feeling” 
and “particular local cir¬ 
cumstances” warrant a 
review. 

The letter was sent follow¬ 
ing the results of a town¬ 
wide public consultation by 
Jiarlow Council over which 
services the council should 
fund. 

The authority asked the 
public for their views on 
priority issues and the 
number one concern was 
the part-night street light¬ 
ing scheme. 

The party leaders’ letter 
reads: “These particular 
circumstances include 
demographics, shift work¬ 
ing within and commuting 
outside the town, and in 
particular Princess Alex¬ 
andra Jiospital and the

general changing nature of 
work and leisure lifestyle 
patterns experienced by 
many in JJarlow. 

“The lack of appropriate 
street lighting in Harlow is 
not conducive to feelings of 
safety and wellbeing for the 
growing number of citizens 
who, by reason of choice or 
necessity, have to use our 
public pavements and foot¬ 
paths, as well as the per¬ 
ceptions of crime, if not the 
actual rate of crime itself.” 

The three party leaders 
are demanding a timetable 
to launch an urgent review 
across the county and say 
that Harlow Council would 
seek to assist in exploring 
appropriate alternatives to 
the current five-hour black¬ 
out. 

More than 70 per cent of 
Essex’s 127,000 street lights 
are now switched off 
between the hours of mid¬ 
night to 5am. 

Essex Police has previ¬ 
ously said crime has fallen 
in that period since the 
switch-off was introduced.

You never know 
whether the phones are 
the real thing or if they’ve 
been stolen. They don’t 
come with any guarantees 
either. 

“They may seem like a 
bargain at the time, but 
that’s not the case when 
they go wrong.” 

Essex Trading Standards 
have now launched an 
investigation to find out 
from where the phones 
originated.

TOM Parker Bowles is aware that 
he could sound like a walking 
contradiction. 

The food writer and son of 
the Duchess of Cornwall knows 
that writing a book called Let's 
Eat Meat and then encouraging 
people to eat less of the stuff - 
but instead spend more on more 
ethically-produced meat - might 
sound counter-intuitive. 

He also is conscious that with 
his background it could seem 
grating when he implores others 
to pay more for better quality 
produce. But when it comes to 
food, he is not one to be easily 
deterred. 

"You get older and a little bit 
wiser and you realise that you 
don't have to eat meat every 
single day," he explains. "Even 
if you are eating meat every day 
it doesn't have to be a slab of 
protein in front of you. 

"I do believe that if you eat a 
little less meat, it means you can 
afford to buy better and use more 
of the cuts that are cheaper. 

"The point of this book, if there 
is any point, is eat meat, love it, 
worship it but eat less of it and 
eat better meat." 

The book includes a meat-free 
chapter, as well as one which 
shows how to use meat as a 
seasoning, and is also packed with 
recipes where traditional cuts and 
offal are the stars. 

Parker Bowles, who lives with 
his wife Sara and their two young 
children, Lola and Freddy, is food 
editor for Esquire magazine and 
writes a weekly food column for 
Mail On Sunday. 


Tom's tips for tasty meat treats 



He likes to support British 
farmers and is strong advocate 
for cookery classes in schools. 
And he credits his childhood in 
the countryside for giving him no 
illusions about the brutal reality 
of life. 

When it comes to his own 
career,he is similarly pragmatic. 

"There wasn't a moment when 
I decided to write about food, 

[it was] just greed," he says, 
laughing. "I fell into food writing. 
I had been sacked from every 
other job, I was rubbish." 

Working as a newspaper food 
critic is a good fit for Parker 
Bowles. As he puts it: "I could

Heat the oil in a pan and 
sear the chops on all sides 
for three to four minutes, or 
until golden brown.

Heat one tablespoon of the 
butter in a clean pan over a 
medium-low heat until 
foaming, add the onions 
with one teaspoon of salt 
and cook for two to three 


minutes or until soft but not 
browned. Spread the onions 
evenly over the lamb. 

Put the potatoes in a bowl, 
add the remaining butter, 
season with one teaspoon 
of salt and a pinch of 
white pepper, and mix 
well. Layer the sliced 
potatoes on top of the 
onions. Bake the 
hotpot, covered, for 
two hours, removing 
the lid for the final 30 
minutes. 

To serve, divide 
among four bowls, 
making sure there’s a 
chop in each bowl.

He says he generally eats less 
meat since having children. He 
and Sara split the family cooking 
duties at home, so spending time 
in the kitchen still feels like a 
pleasure.

Brilliant Benedict excels

IN December 2013 The Queen 
granted a posthumous royal pardon 
to Alan Turing, the London-born 
mathematician who in 1952 
had been prosecuted for 
homosexuality. 

It was an undeservedly 
inglorious end for a brilliant 
man who, having been 
instrumental in breaking the 
Enigma code, should have 
been hailed a national hero. 

The Imitation Game, based 
on a biography by Andrew 
Hodges, relives his race against 
time to decipher German 
communications and bring the 
Second World War to a swift 
conclusion. 

The film starts with Turing 
(Benedict Cumberbatch) sitting 
in a police interrogation room 
with Detective Nock (Rory 
Kinnear), facing a charge of 
indecency with a 19-year- 
old unemployed man. 

In flashback, we 
witness Turing's arrival 
at Bletchley Park

where Commander Denniston 
(Charles Dance) and Major 
General Stewart Menzies (Mark 
Strong) preside over a group 
of the country's keenest minds 

in the hope that one of them can 
break Enigma. 

Hugh Alexander (Matthew Goode), 
John Cairncross (Allen Leech) and 
Peter Hilton (Matthew Beard) work 
alongside Turing, but he ploughs 
his own furrow and raises eyebrows 
by recruiting Joan Clarke (Keira 
Knightley, pictured above) to the 
team. 

Punctuated by school day scenes 
of the young Turing (Alex Lawther) 
and his first love - an older boy 
called Christopher (Jack Bannon) - 
The imitation Game is a beautifully 
crafted tribute to a prodigy whose 
invaluable contribution to the war 
effort was unjustly besmirched by 
bigotry. 

Cumberbatch is mesmerising, 
trampling over the egos of fellow 
codebreakers without any concern 
for their feelings as he vows to solve 
the most difficult problem in the 


world. 

It's a tour-de-force portrayal, 
complemented by strong supporting 
performances from Knightley, Goode 
et al as the close-knit team. 

Morten Tyldum's masterful drama 
neither shies away from Turing's 
homosexuality nor lingers on it, 
framing nail-biting events at Bletchley 
Park with the mathematician's 1951 
arrest in Manchester. 

He navigates the fractured 
chronology with clarity and flair, 
ensuring that this heart-rending film 
doesn't itself become a perplexing 
puzzle. 

The film balances an impeccable 
production design with an 
unconventional yet touching romance 
and an Oscar-worthy portrayal of 
the socially awkward genius by 
Cumberbatch. 

The pivotal Eureka moment 
sets pulses racing, heightened 
by Alexandre Desplat's exquisite 
orchestral score.

W ITHOUT wanting to 
sound too gloomy, this 
is the time of year when you 
need to be at your most 
vigilant and make sure your 
home is secure. 

From the end of October 
when the clocks went back, 
through the darker winter 
months, statistics show a 20 
per cent increase in home 
burglaries. 

Long nights and dark 
streets mean that houses are 
easy targets for burglaries, 
especially if your security is 
not up to scratch.

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D ESPITE the looks, this is an 
all-new Ford Mondeo. It 
concentrates on comfort more 
than before and it has a range of 
new engines to cut emissions and 
improve fuel economy. 

Prime among these are new 1.0- 
litre turbo petrol and 1.5-litre 
turbodiesel motors that bring a 
new wave of downsizing to the 
family car class. 

There are fewer dash buttons to 
come to terms with and Ford now 
fits a large touchscreen to operate 
many functions. On top of this, 
Ford’s Sync2 voice control system 
lets the driver change settings 
with simple commands while 
keeping both hands on the 
steering wheel 

Looks and image 

At first glance, you could be 
forgiven for thinking the new fifth 
generation Ford Mondeo is not 
much more than a face-lifted 
version of the previous car. 

The overall silhouette is much 
the same, as is much of the rear 
end style. However, the slimmer 
headlights give a sleeker look that 
will be key to the Mondeo clawing 
back sales from the likes of the 



Audi A4 and BMW 3 Series that 
have proved so popular with their 
premium images. 

Space and practicality 

If the Mondeo is not seen as quite 
as premium as those rivals from 
Audi and BMW, it easily betters 
them for cabin space and load 
lugging. Most UK buyers will opt 
for the Mondeo hatch or estate, 
with only the Hybrid version 
available as a saloon. 

There is masses of room in the 


rear and there is a wealth of 
adjustment to fine tune the 
driving position that includes 
electric seat height adjustment. 

As for the boot, the hatch’s is 
large and the estate’s is cavernous. 

Behind the wheel 

Ford has made a conscious effort 
to make the new Mondeo an even 
more comfortable car than its 
predecessor. This means the new 
car’s suspension has a little more 
compliance that translates into a 
superbly smooth ride over any 


type of road surface. 

Refinement is also top drawer, so 
the Mondeo is a class leader for 
hushed long-distance travel. 

The 2.0-litre turbodiesel can be a 
touch gruff at low revs but settles 
into the background at speed, 
while the other engines are quiet 
and pull cleanly. 

While more refined, the Mondeo 
retains its ability to hustle 
through corners with composed 
ease, though the new car’s 
steering is not quite as alert as the 
old model. 


Value for money 

Starting at £20,795 for the hatch 
and £23,795 for the estate, the 
Mondeo is not as keenly priced as 
its arch-rival, the Vauxhall 
Insignia. 

However, the Mondeo 
compensates with a generous 
level of equipment that includes 
digital radio, climate control, 
cruise control, hill start assist, 
alloy wheels on all models and 
Ford’s 8-inch Sync2 touchscreen. 

Who would buy one? 

Ford may have lost sales ground 
to its premium rivals but the bulk 
of sales for the new Mondeo will 
still come from company car 
drivers. 

Carbon dioxide emissions that 
dip below lOOg/km and up to 
78.5mpg average economy will 
appeal to business users and 
private buyers alike. 

Crucially, the Mondeo is keenly 
priced compared to its premium 
rivals from Germany, though it’s 
hard to see many UK buyers 
abandoning their premium- 
badged saloons for a Mondeo 
hatch.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Changing face 
of rugby - no 
longer a men 
only domain 

WITH only one set of changing rooms, 
Harlow Rugby Club’s Anne-Marie Rand 
has explained the difficulties of juggling 
male and female players on matchdays. 

The fairer sex are thriving at the club, 
and a move to Latton Farm will enable the 
club to expand and grow the number of 
girls and women’s teams. 

Rugby is no longer a male-only domain. 

Currently at Harlow there is one adult 
women’s team and three girls sides: U13, 
U15 and U18. 

The women’s team play at a reasonably 
high standard in the RFU National 
Challenge South East division one north. 

Rand explained: “The facilities are not 
currently the best in terms of usage for 
all. We train twice a week but do not have 
specific changing rooms and so have to 
get kitted up outside and normally drive 
home in muddy kit, quite tricky to attract 
newbies to the sport when there is 
nowhere specific to even keep our bags. 

“So to have somewhere warm and dry 
to keep our bags and to get changed 
would be a real bonus and far more 
welcoming to newcomers. 

“This will also provide us with 
somewhere inside to debrief about the 
previous weekend’s game and set up 
what the training session is going to be 
about. 

“On matchdays, we get changed in one 
changing room, often with the away team 
and then move to the official home 
changing room once the Colts have 
finished getting changed, not particularly 
the ideal preparation for a game! 

“The new facilities will enable us to all 
get changed in our relative changing 
rooms, getting the best usage out of the 
club from the Colts and the Ladies on a 
Sunday. 

“We are really excited about what the 
new facilities will offer us as a team and 
the potential to develop and continue to 
attract new women to the sport.” 

Earlier this year, club chairman Alan 
Brooking outlined why the scheme was 
so important to the club. 

He said: “The clubhouse was originally 
built for a men’s team. We now have men, 
women and young adults - 800 members 
if you include parents at the club - and 
with the proposed plans we can have a 
multi-functional base that will be able to 
cater for everyone. 

“We are a community amateur club and 
that is the key. We want to support rugby 
in schools, which is something we do 
now, right up to the England under 21s 
team. 

“It’s about rugby development and the 
new clubhouse would allow us to do that. 

“Of course we will be extremely sad if 
and when we have to leave [Ram Gorse] 
but it is not enough to meet our needs.”

CHRISTMAS is the time for giving 
- and this year it will be a date 
with destiny for Harlow Rugby 
Club as a bold project to move to a 
new site at Latton Farm is set to 
reach the boom or bust stage. 

Having watched neighbouring 
sports clubs such as Harlow Town 
Football Club (The Harlow Arena), 
Harlow Athletic Club and Harlow 
Running Club (both Mark Hall 
Sportscentre), and Harlow 
Penguins Swimming Club and 
Harlow Hawks Basketball Club 
(both Harlow Leisurezone), secure 
plush new locations, the rugby 
club will hope to get its best pre¬ 
sent from Harlow Town Council - 
and start to plan a bright future in 
brand new surroundings. 

Some 10 years after a Government 
planning inspector rejected the 
Rams’ initial scheme to find a new 
and bigger home, the council’s 
planning committee will meet on 
December 17 to decide whether to 
give the project at Puffers Green off 
Second Avenue the go-ahead. 

The project would house a plush 
two-level clubhouse, 21st century 
changing rooms and floodlit pitch¬ 
es. 

You have to wonder what the 
future holds for the club if the pro¬ 
posals are rejected, as it clearly 
out-grew its present location in 
Elizabeth Way many years ago. 

Including parents there are 800 
people involved in the club, with 
teams running right through from 
minis to the first team. 

But perhaps the biggest change in 
the club is the impact of women’s 
and girls rugby, and this is a major 
reason why it needs new facilities. 

Sundays at the club are a juggling 
act with the Colts and the women’s 
teams playing at similar times. 

There are only one set of chang¬ 
ing rooms at the run-down club¬ 
house at Ram Gorse, so you can 
only imagine how difficult it is, 


with players from these sides nip¬ 
ping in quickly to get changed - 
and never the twain shall meet. 

Specifically the plan involves 
constructing: a floodlit first XV 
pitch, three other pitches, two sur¬ 
faces for mini rugby matches, a 
clubhouse on two floors with a 
lounge and terrace which will per¬ 
mit matches to be watched from a 
viewing gallery, a floodlit training 
pitch, parking for more than 140 
vehicles in total. 

The bone of contention has been 
access to the site and the impact of 
the extra traffic, along with issues 
over the construction of 130 hous¬ 


es on the old Ram Gorse site. 

The club withdrew the plans in 
the summer and revised them. 

As part of the new scheme, vehi¬ 
cle access will be through Howard 
Way, with emergency access only 
via Second Avenue, both leading to 
busy bottlenecks and prone to 
huge volumes of traffic. 

If given the go-ahead, Kier will 
build 130 houses on the old site, an 
ideal location near the station. 

Time will tell if the brains behind 
this new scheme have done enough 
to convince town planners that 
this scheme is workable. 

Certainly in terms of the future of 


rugby in Harlow, there are many 
that hope they have done enough 
to get the ambitious project the 
thumbs-up this time. 

Work could then start in early 
2015. 

Club chairman Alan Brooking 
knows it has been a rocky road, but 
one that he hopes will end posi¬ 
tively “One thing I have learnt 
going through this process is that 
nothing is easy, but I do know that 
outcome will be even sweeter 
because of the trials and tribula¬ 
tions we faced on the way,” he said 
back in fune when the previous 
plans were withdrawn.
